I am happy to congratulate my fel- 
iow Agriculturists in whatever branch 
of that profession they may be en- 
gaged, on the growth, the advance- 
ment, the achievements of the last

decade. 

IXducation, Science and _ Invention 
have done much for the development 
of Agriculture in all its branches, and 
for the comfort and convenience of all 
those who are engaged in that pursuit, 
and the good work has just begun. The 
next decade will see s:cater improve- 
ments than the past. The grawing 
popularity of Agricultural pursuits, the 
increasing demand for suburban and 
country homes by men of means, ow- 
ing to better roads, the automobile, the 
trolley systems, which in a few years 
will reach every hamlet; the rural de- 
livery, which, with the telephone, are 
doing wonders for the pleasure, com- 
fort and convenience of the country 
home. Improved machinery will more 
and more lighten the burdens of farm 


labor. A practical, durable Agricul - 
tural Automobile will soon be made 
serviceable on the ordinary farms of 
the East. All these with a broader, 
useful Agricultural education, now 
within reach of every ambitious young 
man, will make the life of the country 
much easier, more profitable and more 
inviting than it has been in the past. 

The great Agricultural Colleges, 
such as our own Cornell and kindred 
institutions throughout the country, 
are doing grand work in the interest 
of Agriculture. The brain, the iniel- 
ligent study, the thorough searching 
experiments which the capable corps 
of professors in these various institu- 
tions are devoting to the development 
of Agriculture has been, and is being 
felt more and more in the uplifting of 
the profession, making it more attract - 
ive as well as profitable. The influ- 
ence of these great Institutions will 
become more and more potent in the 
future as the splendid classes of young 
men which are being so ably fitted for 
the work, go back to their homes to 
put their brains as well as their hands 
to the work. All this is stimulating the 
whole Agricultural world to thinking 
and studying. 

Great will be the advancement dur- 
ing the next decade. The Agriculturist 
can now turn his back on the dark 
clouds which for years he has seer 
hovering over the Agricultural hori- 
zon, and turn his face to behold the 
dawn of a brghter day. I am wander- 
ing from the subject which was al- 
lotted me, but all the various branches 
of Agriculure are so interwoven that 
they can scarcely be separated. The 
branch called Animal Husbandry is 
probably the most fascinatng of al}, 
and in my judgment has a brighter fu- 
ture, a few of the reasons for which 
I will enumerate. Our venerable, kind- 
hearted and beloved Uncle Sam has 
for the last half century on his west- 
ern domain, been breeding and feedigg 
the long horned, lanky steer, the mis- 
erable mustang, the native sheep by 
the millions, almost without cost to 
the ranchmen, except for his branding 
iron, and these have been sent to our 
markets to take the place of our high- 
er bred, finer and more desirable ani- 
mals. However intelligent and enter- 


prising, no breeder could meet that 
kind of competition, for the other fel- 
low had Uncle Sam as a backer. 
Conditions are rapidly changing. The 
ranchman with hiis 10,000 to 50,000 cat- 
tle, horses and sheep pasturing on the 
nation’s domain will soon be a thing 
of the past. He will go the way of the 
Indian and the buffalo. Neither can 
stand against the onwad march of in- 
telligent, progressive and legitimate 
agriculture. All this land, which has 
been almost a waste, will be redeemed 
for legitimate agricultural purposes, to 
furinsh food for our constantly in- 
creasing millions of inhabitants. When 
properly developed and _ cultivated, 
these sections, almost a waste at pres- 
ent, will become fertile and productive, 
and populous cities will spring up, 
whose inhabitants will consume a 
large proportion of the agricultural 
products grown thereon. The surplus 
will be the result of legitimate agricu!- 
tural methods. Such a competition we 
can endure. A “square deal’ is all we 
ask, but we do object to Uncle Sam 
furnishing millions of acres free, on 
which the ranchmen can grow an in- 
ferior article almost without cost to 
compete with our own. Great progress 
has been made in animal growth and 
development. Not many years have 
passed since at least 3 to 4 years were 
required to prepare the long horned, 
raw boned steer for market, weighing 
from 1,000 to 1,200 pounds. The per 
cent. of waste was large, and of good 
beef small. The improvement in breed - 
ing and method of feeding has been so 
great that the steer of 11-2 years will 
today go into the market at a greater 
weight and dress a much higher per 
cent. of good beef. When we consider 
that the gain in weight on an animal 
during the first year costs only about 
half as much per pound as in later 
vears, and when we consider that two 
crops of beef can be turned off the 
farm during the period formerly al- 
lowed to one, a saving of not only 50 
per cent. on food required, but also 50 
per cent. on the interest of your in- 
vestment, some idea will be conveyed 
of the development and improvement 
that has been made within the last few 


years in this one branch of animal

the added value, whereas the original 
breeder might have had it had he 
tested. The one thing that marks the 
price of an animal and her offspring 
is the official test. Two things are 
essential for success in the Holstein- 
Friesian business today. They are: 
Ist, using the very best sire you pos- 
sibly can procure; and, 2nd, making 
tests? 

A cow is made better every time 
she is tested. Her dairy function is 
stimulated and developed. You should 
keep it so. He cited how race horses 
were developed and how much more 
valuable breeding animals were from 
stock whose function was ircited al! 
the time. It is so in this dairy busi- 
ness. Continued testing of the same 
animal develops her function and in 
her latter years of life she will be 
more liable to transmit the developed 
function. A bull calf is often worth 
ten times as much from a tested dam 
as he would have been had she not 
been tested. 

How do we make these _ official 
tests? 


Our best sire’s daughters are the 
ones that are making lhe great two- 
year-old records today. It is a sci- 
ence of handling. We must grow the 
young heifer ecalf, just as fast as we 
can till she becomes a motiier at 
about thirty months of age. We 
should have the heifer a cow in size 
if possible and then begin her de- 
velopment in her junior two-year-old 
form. Have the heifer in a fat con- 
dition. In a shape that she may go 
at this record breaking race with 
stored up material in her body. Then 
work for all there is in it. It will do 
her good. It will incite her mother- 
hood funetion of producing milk to 
the highest possible extent. Keep 
her going. Test her every time she 
frshens, and you cannot help having 
a wonderful producer. Mr. Dollar 
said he believed ‘n the yearly semi- 
Official test, and, that the value of 
the sire in the near, future would be 
based upen it. 


You should teach your heifers’ to 
handle feed in their early days of 
life. The record they wili make de- 
pends upon this. A large growthy 
heifer you may believe has been 
taught this. She can handle a lot of 
feed and make good use of every 
pound. Some breeders feed as high 
as 40 Ibs., but Mr. Dollar thought 
that was beyond the capacity of any 
animal. If you feed as much as that 
you are apt to make your. animal 
sick. Breeders today rely on getting 
their cows in ideal condition before 
the test and then feedirg a_ ration 
that does not tax in anyway § their 
capacity. For example , Pontiac 
Clothilde De Kol 2nd, in her record 
breaking stunt only required 21 Ibs. 
of grain a day. 

The question was asked, “Do you 
feed roots?” Yes, sir; and I think 4 
change occasionally to different kind 
of roots is a good thing. I am at pres- 
ent unloading a car of sugar beets for 
testing. ‘What is your test ration?”

Some animals will utilize more cot- 
ton seed than this and I feed it sep- 
arately to them.

I have had animals that I had 
to peel the turnips that I fed, but I 
would get down on my hands an4d 
knees and do it for one that was mak- 
ing me 30 pounds. Mr. Dollar was 
given a rousing applause. 

Mr. Harry Mason Knox, a member 
of the Adirondack Valley Community 
Breeders’ Association was introduce 
by the president to talk on community 
breeding associations. He outlined in 
a concise way the values of such asso- 
ciations; told of their development 
and of the organization of this first 
one in New York State. He said the 
committee of the club was ready to

HARRY MASON KNOX 
DAIRYING IN DOMINICAN REPUB- 
LIC. 

(From Consul Phillip E. Holland.) 

Dairy farming in the Dominican Re- 
public is both extensive and profitable. 
Only fresh milk is sold. As the per- 





centage of butter fat is small and as 
climatic conditions render churning 
impracticable without the use of ice 
there has been but little effort up to 
the present time to produce butter for 
the local markets. Modern dairy meth. 
ods are not employed in handling the 
milk. The cows are milked but once a 
day, in the early morning, and the milk 
poured into 5-gallon tin receptacles 
with telescopic covers. These are 
loaeded on the backs of horses or 
burros and sent to the nearst town or 
city. When being delivered to the 
consumer the milk is ladled out with 
a small straight-handle tin measure, 
and is boiled as soon as_ received, 
otherwise it remains fresh only a short 
time. In the interior a large amount of 
cheese is made. This is very good 
when fresh, but it soon becomes 
rancid,

CANADIAN CREAM FOR UNITED 
STATES. 


(From Consul Fred C, Slater, Sarnia, 
Ontaro.) 

The milk and cream industry in the 
Sarnia consular district received an 
impetus with the enactment of the 
American tariff law of August 5, 1909, 
whereby the duty on cream was re- 
duced to 5 cents per gallon. Prior to 
this time no cream was exported from 
this district to the American side, but 
immedately thereafter large quanti- 
ties were gathered in the boundary 
territory of Ontario and exported to 2 
creamery at Port Huron, Mich. From 
the date of the passage of the tariff law 
to the close of December, 1909, 23,225 
gallons Michigan, for 
which the Dominion farmer obtained, 
on an avearge, 70 cents per gallon, ag- 
gregating $122,168. The avearge test 
of buter fat was 27 cents per puond. 
It cost the creamery 3 to 5 cents per 
pound butter fat for transportation 
and duty to bring the cream to

factory. The Port Huron creamery 
plans to largely increase the business 
for 1911 by putting two or ‘three 
cream-express cars into service, where- 
by the cream can be gathered more 
quickly and systematically along the 
railroads for 70 or 75 miles from the 
border, these cars to go out in the 
evening and return loaded in the early 
forenoon of the following day. In ex- 
pectation of this increased service, the 
farmers of this section have shown 
their intentions of enlarging their 
herds. It has been estimated that the 
number of cows mlked for this purpose 
will be nearly doubled by spring.

The dam of Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna I.ad, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, is another good 
illustration of what we mean by producing dams. Having one daughter with over 31 lbs. butter 
in seven days, two heifers with 20 lbs. each, and two more promising ones yet to come. One is 
due to freshen in about two months. A son:of Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline sired by Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad was sold for $10,000. Why! Because this cow has proven herself capable of trans- 
mitting with a degree of certainty, this also being true of Colantha Johanna Lad. _ 

The Junior four-year-old record was recently broken by Daisy Cornucopia Pauline. This cow 
has a double cross of the Aaggie Cornucopia blood lines. This makes two World’s Champions, 
the Junior and Senior four year olds, held by members of the same family. 

Is Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad a producer? Well, he has 62 or more A. R. O. daughters, 
one of which made nearly 22 lbs. of butter at 26 months old. Several more good ones to come 
later. Are the progeny of this bull good individuals? One of his sons has never been beaten in 
the show ring, and his daughters and grand daughters have doubtless won more prizes than any 
other family of the breed.

DUTCHLAND SIR PIETERTJE HENGERVELD 


This is our Junior Herd Bull, and we believe has the largest milk backing of any sire of the 
breed, being sired by Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, who has more large milk record 
daughters than any sire in the world, having ten that have averaged to give over 100 lbs. each in 
one day, De Kol Creamelle giving over 26,000 lbs. in one year. He has nearly 100 A. R. O. 
daughters, two above 32 lbs. 

The dam of this bull, Dutchland Sir Pietertje Hengerveld is our Changeling cow, the first 
cow of the breed to give 100 lbs. of milk in one day and produce a daughter to give over 100 lbs. 
When in Holland looking up the ancestors of this great cow, we found that she had a double cross 
of Pell 2d, the cow that was awarded the medal by the Queen of Holland for the largest production 
of any cow in Holland. We have tried to duplicate this cow. Unfortunately, we have been unable 
to find one possessing her individual merits. 

Her daughter, Ready Change, made 31 lbs. butter in 7 days and gave as high as 110 lbs. of 
milk in one day and 3,060 lbs. in 30 days. She also held the second largest world’s record for 60 
days’ production. Another daughter of Changeling gave over 500 lbs. of milk in 7 days, one hun- 
dred days after calving. We were unfortunate enough to lose this daughter with milk fever, 
before she was tested under favorable conditions. 

Dutchland Sir Pietertie Hengerveld we believe to be one of the finest individuals of the breed. 
As a three-year-old he will weigh nearly 2,100 lbs. His daughters are very promising, three of 
which are due to freshen in the late Spring. 


DUTCHLAND SIR PONTIAC RAG APPLE 


The only bull in the world carrying 100 per cent. the same blood as the Wolrd’s Champion for 
7 and 30 days, Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d. 


The dam of this bull is also the dam of Pontiac Rag Apple, 31.61 Ibs. butter in 7 days.
